ship planning commission mem 
bers, school board members and 
others, that the first phase of the 
planning job is being completed. 
Those maps on the wall were just 
the beginning. 


The remainder of the path Is a 


bit more tortuous. City and town- 
ship planning ustumlstton mem- 
bers must now come to grip" 
with the decisions. They must be 
prepared to agree, or disagree, 
on vital problems that could 
have far-reaching effect on the 
city. 
* • • 


Kincaid laid down some words 


of caution and offered some help- 
ful advice. He said that what er- 
rors have been committed in our 
development cannot be corrected 
to any large extent. They must be 
written off as "over the dam." 


In speaking of new developments, 


Kincaid also emphasized that his 
recommendations can be accepted, 
rejected or modified. It was a hint 
that some new departures con 
tained in the recommendations 
might come as a "shock" to the 
more conservative on the planning 
bodies. 


The latter statement by Kin- 


caid makes it clear that there is 
nothing more changeable than a 
plan—particularly a city plan. 
So none need ha*e fear that what 
develops will not be tested on 
the anvil of public discussion. 
* • » 


It is heartening to note that the 


planning commissions are 
func- 


tioning steadily and well. They hold 
the stakes in the city's future and 
should be commended for their 
willingness to accept the responsi- 
bility. 


The Dixon community is await- 


ing anxiously the results of their 
deliberations.

Dropped': Dr. Bradley 


Dixonites Hear Noted 
Pastor Tell of 'New Era'

Dr. Preston Bradley, pastor of People's church, Chicago, told a 


Dixon audience Tuesday night he believes the hydrogen bomb will never 
be dropped to destroy men, but that the world is at the dawn of a new 
era in which the forces of right and justice will triumph over evil. 


Dr. Bradley said the temper of 


the world is such in this era that 
humanity is changing. "There is a 
new leadership .coming in every 
nation. A new voice will be heard." 


He predicted the changes wilt 


take place soon, within the next 
five years, and said men such as 
the 
great 
philosopher, 
Albert 


Schweitzer, and the late Ghandi of 
India are symbols of the world- 
wide movement which will triumph 
over evil ideologies. 


250 Hear Him 


About 250 persons heard the well- 


known clergyman speaK in Love- 
land Community House for an open 
meeting of the Phidian Art club. 
Bradley is completing his 42nd year 
in the pulpit of People's church. 
He also is a noted author, world 
traveler, lecturer and civic leader. 


The Unitarian minister said "The 


only explanation (for the,world- 
wide movement) it the intervention 
of a higher power."1 


The awful potential of the hydro- 


gen bomb was one of the reasons 
for the intervention by God, Brad- 
ley said. "God permits man to go 
so far and no further. God will not 
permit man to destroy himself and 
the world wfth a bomb." 


As more evidence of the break- 


down of present day leadership, 
Bradley pointed to the suggestion 
that "leaders of our army and 
members of the highest legislative 
body on the face of the globe be 
subjected to lie tests. To what low 
grounds has this, our nation, come 
that we have to consider He tests?" 


Bradley said he was shocked that 


this should follow the great tradi- 
tion of American statesmanship. 


Expresses Optimism 


The minister expressed optimism 


for the future. He said, "If I did 
not believe in progress, I would 
leave my pulpit; and if I thought 
history repeated itself I would ne* 
ver give another lecture.

Bradley said there must be sac- 


rificing on the international scene 
for world peace and sacrificing in 
our nation by labor, capital and 
agriculture if we are to have inter- 
nal peace. 


Describing Schweitzer, he said 


he played the organ in his father's 
church at the age of four, com- 
posed music at eight, was a theo- 
logian at 20 and a doctor of philo- 
sophy at 21. Schweitzer, hailed as' 
a leading interpreter of Bach, rid- 
ing a crest of popularity in Europe, 
turned his back on European socie-

Expect Dixon High 
Teacher Pay Boost 


Board Will 
Act Today 
On Salaries 


Educators With 
Degrees to Get 
Added Inducement 


The Dixon board of educa- 


tion will hold an adjourned 
meeting today at 5 p. m. in 
the high ^school to consider 
an increase in salary of all 
teachers. 


The board is expected to 


approve a salary schedule 
which will provide increases 
of $500 and $600 for teachers 
with bachelor's or master's 
degrees 


The schedule, which will be sub- 


mitted by the educational commit- 
tee, 
will increase the district's 


teaching budget by about $52,000 in 
the coming year. The total budget 
for the current year is $482,100., 


The figure "of $52,000 includes 


teachers now on the payroll, but 
not for any new teachers. 


Would Be Inducement 


John Culley, board secretary, 


said today the committee felt the 
increases were necessary to main- 
tain the teaching staff and attract 
new teachers. School officials re- 
port the shortage of teachers this 
year is eVen more acute than a 
year ago. 


The new schedule provides sala- 


ries for teachers with two years 
training to receive $2,900 in their 
first year in Dixon and increase to 
$3,900 after 11 years service. The 
old rate ranged from $2,800 to $3,- 
700 after 10 years. 


Teachers with three years train- 


ing would get $3^000 for the first 
year and go to $4,200 in 13 years. 
The old rate was $2,900 to $3,900 in 
11 years. 


Teachers with a bachelor's de- 


gree would get $3,500 the first year 
and increase to $4,900 in 15 years. 
The old rate was $3,000 to $4,400 in 
15 years. 


1500 Increase 


Teachers with a master's degree 


would get $3,700 the first year, and 
go to $5,100 in 15 years. The old 
rate was $3,200 to $4,600 in 15 
years. 


The increases include the $100 


annual boost received by all teach- 
ers in the system.

City, Township 
Park Board Hear 
Interesting Talk

A proposed city ordinance 


providing for the platting of 
land and subdivision improve- 
ments was presented Tuesday 
night at a meeting of the Dix- 
on Planning Commission. 


Evert Kincaid, of Kincaid and 


Associates, Chicago, introduced the 
ordinance during a progress report 
of his firm which is compiling a 
master plan for greater Dixon. 


Members of the city council, 


township officials, the city plan- 
ning commission, the township 
planning commission and the park 
board attended the session. 


Says It's Necessary 


Kincaid indicated the ordinance 


is necessary in city planning to 
provide rules directing the growth 
and development of subdivisions. 


The city council was not then 


asked to act on the proposed law, 
but was urged to study it and con- 
sider its passage in the near fu- 
ture. 


Basically, the law gives Dixon 


the power to regulate any subdi- 
vision "within incorporated limits 
of the city" or within contiguous 
territory of not more than 1'i 
miles beyond the corporation boun- 
dary. 


The ordinance also provides for 


dedication and acceptance of land 
for public use, the preparation of 
plats, installation of improvements 
and the approval and recording of 
plats. 


Reviews Progress 


Kincaid reviewed the progress 


made during the last few months 
in laying groundwork for future 
proposals governing the growth of 
Dixon and vicinity. 


Thus far, his firm has compiled 


a base map showing the present 
uses of land, a paved street map, 
a street-width map, and a water 
distribution map. Planners cur- 
rently are considering the central 
business district map. 


This will show the location of 


businesses, the types, parking fa- 
cilities and meter distribution, con- 
stituting a general economic study 
of the area. 


The purpose is to show Dixonites 


what is on hand and what is need- 
ed for greater prosperity and en- 
terprise. 
. In the future, the firm will pro- 
vide a topographic and an area 
map showing the setup of the 
township and the school district in 
relation to the community. 


Public Relations Value 


Kincaid said the primary reason 


for the maps is to enable area

drops in a wide variety of items, including food, brought a modest de- 
cline in the nation's living costs in mid-February. 


The'Bureau of Labor Statistics 


said its index declined two-tenths 
of i per cent between mid-January 
and mid-February to 115 per cent 
of the 1947-49 average. This com- 
pares with the 113.4 peak last Oc- 
tober. 


Ewan Clague, commissioner of 


labor statistics, told reporters com. 
sumer prices appeared to be on a 
decline but he expressed the opin- 
ion the movement would be slight 
and gradual. . 


The living cost decline meant no

President 
Foresees No 
Emergency 


Thinks No Man 
Should Sit in 
Own Judgment 


WASHINGTON (^—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower said today 
(A) there is nothing in the 
current unemployment situa- 
tion calling for emergency ac- 
tion, and (B) in response to a 
question about Sen. McCar- 
thy (R-Wis), that no man 
should sit in judgment on his 
own case. 


The two hot subjects were tossed 


to the President at a news con- 
ference. 


Eisenhower was reminded by a 


reporter that he had said March 
probably would be the key month 
in determining whether a slump in 
business and employment would be 
offset by new gams. 


The President replied that he 


had implied that March was a sig- 
nificant month because there is us- 
ually an upturn in business in this 
month. 


>o Promises 


He said, however, that he had 


not p r o m i s e d any immediate 
launching of large scale counter- 
measures by the government. In- 
stead, he said. h« had pledged * 
new examination of the problesi 
which was causing real concern. 


He said that always after the 


end of war there ,was a drop ,in 
production, adding that employ- 
ment went down at the same tim«. 


He said unemployment has been 


rising since last July but added 
that the reports for March are not 
all in. 


One thing that is affecting th« 


situation, the President said, ia 
that Easter is late this year and 
the ladies just haven't been buying 
yet. 


He said, firmly however, that 


nothing has yet developed which 
would call for a slam-bang emer- 
gency program being applied at 
this moment. 


Action Could Harm 


Precipitate action might actually 


upset the situation rather than 
help it, Eisenhower declared. 


But he said almost every con- 


ceivable kind of program is under 
consideration and study. 


As to McCarthy, the President 


was asked his opinion of the sena- 
tor's stand that he would not vote 
on mattera related to his investiga- 
tions subcommittee's inquiry into 
his dispute with army officials but 
would insist on the nght to cross- 
examine witnesses. 


Eisenhower declined to express 


a specific opinion on that, but he 
said he was ready to go on record 
as to the general situation. 


Then he declared: 
When a man is party to a dispute 


in America—directly or indirectly 
—he should not be permitted to sit 
in judgment. • 


Need Settlement 


On other matters, the President: 
1. Said, regarding the tense sit- 


uation in Indochina, it is important 
to the free world to have a settle- 
ment there in favor of those who 
want to live their own lives against 
Communist aggression. 


2. Said there is no change in the 


United States attitude regarding 
Red China, in connection with the 
conference to be held at Geneva 
next month. Red China will be rep- 
resented there, but not as one of 
the main consulting powers. The 
U. S. 90 far has refused to recog- 
nize Communist China on that 
basis. 


3. Declared that the effect* of 


the recent hydrogen blast in the 
Pacific apparently were surprising 
even to the American* who con- 
ducted the teats. The President 
•aid things happened at the test

dignant lady" in a letter to the 
editor. "Her.whusband gets cash 
wages; why shouldn't he pay his 
wife a salary, too?" 


Such letters- always start a tor- 


rent of argument in the public 
prints. But you know what I sus- 
pect about those letters? I suspect 
they aren't written by "indignant 
ladies" at all. I suspect most of 
them are written by nasty old hus- 
bands. 


Reason Simple 


The reason for my suspicion is 


simple. I made an informal poll 
on this topic. No wife I talked to 
really wanted to be paid a salary 
for performing her h o u s e h o l d 
chores. But, surprisingly, many 
husbands thought it a great idea. 


The women who opposed a week- 


ly "wife Wage" can be divided into 
two classes, and their views sum- 
marized as follows: 


1. High-minded: "No amount of 


mere money could compensate a 
wife for the labor, love, and tender 
care she lavishes upon her family. 
The debt her husband owes her is 
spirtual. not financial." 


2. High-handed: "Why should I

April 6 and April 13 Are Important 


Dates for Taxpayers 


Tuesday, April 6, and Tuesday, April 13, are two of the 


most important days of 1954 to the taxpayers of Illinois. 


Tuesday, April 6, is the date that the annual town meet- 


ing will be held in 1433 townships in the 85 township organ- 
ized counties in Illinois. Every qualified voter of an Illinois 
township is entitled to participate and vote at the annual 
town meeting. 
The budget, appropriation ordinance and tax levy fqr 


the town general fund and for the town public assistance 
fund (relief) are determined by the electors present at the 
town meeting. There is no limitation on the amount that can 
be levied for town general fund purposes. The only way the 
taxpayers can protect themselves against unnecessarily high 
tax leVies for this purpose and for general assistance pur- 
poses is to be present at the town meeting. 


The budget and appropriation ordinance for the town 


general fund and public assistance fund must be prepared 
in tentative form at least 30 days before the town meeting, 
must be conveniently available for inspection by the electors 
during that time, and a public hearing must be held on or 
before March 30. 


Tuesday, April 13, is the date of the primary election. 


At this primary, the voters will choose the party nominees 
for United States senator from Illinois, all of the members 
of the United States house of representatives from Illinois, 
all of the house members of the Illinois general assembly, 
state senators from all the odd-numbered senatorial districts 
plus those to fill vacancies in some even-numbered senatorial 
districts, plus county officers. 


In many Illinois districts ,those nominated for the Illi- 


nois house of representatives will have no contest in Novem- 
ber, so that the primary election in such districts is far more 
important than the November election. 
With government 


costing the American people more than they spend for food, 
anyone who fails to vote at the April 13 primary has only 
himself to blame if the candidates nominated are unfriendly 
to the cause of the taxpayers.

He 
hated it. He made what the camp 
director called a "poor adjust- 
ment." 


Now the camp director wants an- 


other whack at adjusting David. 
He's written Mrs. R. expressing 
hope that David will again attend 
his camp next summer. He urges 
it because of David's special need 
of 
"camping's 
healthful 
influ- 


ences." 


She asks me if she should. "We 


don't want to overprotect the 
child," she writes. "He has this 
failure behind him. His father be- 
lieves that he should be forced to 
go back next summer to try to 
correct his mistakes." 


If David were mine, I should 


send him back to the camp he 
hated only if he were eager to go. 
For only :f he were eager could I 
be certain he felt sure he could 
correct last summer's failure. 


Strictly speaking, we have no 


right to call last summer a "fail- 
ure " I, for example, would find it 
hard to lift a 100-pound weight. We 
would not call my muscular insuf- 
ficiency a "failure " So why should 
we apply this word in its accusing 
and anxious sense to David's emo- 
tional insufficiency? Isn't the real 
mistake in other people's unreal- 
istic expectations of David and 
me' 


No, if I weie David's parent, I 


should not only refuse to be de- 
pressed by his camping "failure" 
of last summer, but would try to 
remove any traces of discourage- 
ment it's left m Da\ftd. 


I think his faher may forget that 


between any failure and its correc- 
tion, time is needed to make space 
for the growth of self-approval 
needed for the correction. 


Sometimes little boys and girls 


require quite a lot of time to re- 
rover from self-disapproval result- 
ing from a discouraging experi- 
ence. 


I am not suggesting that we 


should ignore children's limita- 
tions. We can't do that. We have 
to register the fact that David fail- 
ed to accept impersonal discipline 
and care from strangers last sum- 
mer just as we have to register 
that he fears the truth when he 
tells us a he. 


What I m urging is that we see 


the poor camp adjustment, or a he, 


m relation to David's age, so that 
we keep in touch with his need for 
time. Otherwise, we will forget it, 
and begin to anxiously press for 
the good adjustment and the truth 
right away now. 


We may make the mistake of 


thinking we must hurry up and 
make personal arrangements for 
David's growth immediately. If we 
do, we only pay for it with excite- 
ment and anxiety.

The Doctor Says: 


Growth Pattern of Children 
Is Result of Many Factors 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.O. 


One of the most complicated 


questions about which I receive in- 
quiries comes from parents who 
are concerned about the size or 
late of growth of their children. 


One such question came from a 


worried mother who» writes that 
she has an eight-year-old daughter 
\\ho is about the same size as a 
10 or 11-year-old. Both father and 
mother, she writes, are of medi- 
um build, and the families aie not 
notably laige. The girl is neither 
overweight nor underweight, and 
seems normal in eveiy way except 
her size. 


Sometimes questions c o rn e in 


concerning undersize, paiticuUily 
in bojs, and this causes an equal 
amount of distie^s 


Growth and development in chil- 


dren has had a good deal of study, 
but there is still consideiable dif- 
feience of opinion. What should be 
said at the stait, however, is that 
as yet theie is no special injection, 
or exercise or food, which ian be 
definitely lecommended either to 
speed or slow the growth of chil- 
dien. 


Fuitheimoie, it should be under- 


stood that the late of gio\uh vanes 
fiom one voungstei to anothei, and 
it does not pioceed at the i-ame 
late of speed all the time in any 
glowing child It is quite hkelj 
theiefoic 
that the eight-\eai-old 


gill mentioned at the beginning of 
this column will giow less lapidly 
in the next few jeais and hei con- 
tempoianes will catih up to her, 
though this cannot be gudianteed.

soldier's evaluation of the situa- 
tion at Dien Bien Phu, the French 
fortress in Indochina under heavy 
assault by the Communists. 


Favors Defenders 


Eisenhower replied that in cases 


where you hold well chosen posi- 
tions, the odds usually favor the 
defenders—in this case the French. 


During discussion of the Pacific 


nuclear weapons tests, Eisenhower 
was asked about the possibility of 
giving the public more information 
on the atomic program. He replied 
that with the world entering the 
atomic age the public naturally has 
legitimate questions about it. 


He added that he wants to make 


as much information available as 
can be provided without jeopardiz- 
ing the nation's security. 


Eisenhower repeated his plans to 


review the whole situation with the 
Atomic Energy Commission chair- 
man as soon as Strauss returns 
from the Pacific tests.

Schick, 29, whose home is in 


Cannonsburg, Pa , listened with 
hands wnngmg and jaws woikmg 
as witnesses told a story of violent 
seizures, fights, delusions and do- 
mestic troubles. 


The defense is making its third 


attempt to stave off trial, for mur- 
der, asking that the court dismiss 
the charge of premeditated mur- 
der against Schick on grounds he 
is insane. 


An army psychiatric board found 


Schick sane. 


The star witness today was Eng 


lish-speakmg Dr. Takeo Doi, psy- 
chiatrist at the Tokyo University 
hospital, top medical school in the 
Far East. He testified "there is 
no doubt in my mind but that Ser- 
geant Schick was and is mentally 
deranged or mentally ill." 


Dr. Susumu Hayashi, superin- 


tendent of the Matsuzawa Menta 
hospital here and an instructor ai 
Tokyo University medical schoo 
testified that in his opinion Schick 
could not tell right from wrong ai 
the time of the killing.

turned back a Republican attempt 
to unseat veteran Sen. Chavez 
(D-NM). By so doing, they suc- 
cessfully defended their slim one- 
vote margin over the GOP in the 
Senate.

All of Chavez' 47 Democratic 


colleagues joined with five Repub- 
licans and independent Sen. Morse 
of Oregon Tuesday night to defeat 
the ouster resolution 53-36. Chavez 
did not vote. 


Still Hold Lead 


As a result, Chavez now has a 


firm hold on the Senate seat he 
has occupied since 1935 and the 
Democrats still outnumber the Re- 
publicans in the Senate 48-47. 


The defeated resolution declared 


that ' the 1952 election in which 
Chavez outran Republican Patrick 
J. Hurley by about 5,000 votes was 
"no contest" and that Chavez' 
seat was vacant. 


The resolution was based on the 


. report of the Republican majority 


of the Senate elections subcommit- 
tee, which said after a 14-month 
probe that there were so many 
flagrant violations of New Mexican 
election law in 1952. it was impos- 
sible to tell who really won. The 
subcommittee majority at no point 
criticized Chavez' own conduct. 


Chavez hailed the vote as a vin- 


dication of "the honor and the rep- 
utation of my state and 7,000 elec- 
tion officials . . . who participated 
in the conduct of the 1952 elec- 
tion." 


Had Chavez been thrown out ol 


his seat, New Mexico's Republican 
Gov. Edwin L. Mechem could have 
named a Republican to fill the 
vacancy. 


Defeat Compromise 


Just before the vote on the reso- 


lution was beaten, the Senate 
struck down by an identical 53-36 
vote a compromise offer by the 
Republicans to leave the seat va- 
cant until a .special election.

(R-Wyo) of 


the elections subcommittee said 
after the two votes he believes the 
New Mexico election issue is set- 
tled as far as the Senate Is con- 
cerned.

Svehla was shot soon after he 


and Deputy Edward Rees were 
waved down by Pauling as he 
stood in the middle of a rural road. 
Rees said Pauling thrust a bayo- 
neted .22 caliber rifle into the car 
and said, "I'm going to kill you." 
The bayonet, a homemade blade 
2J,z feet long, pricked Rees' chest. 


Pauling, backing away, fired, 


wounding Svehla. He then fled to 
a nearby barn. 


Radio for Aid 


Rees radioed for aid and soon 


some 75 police officers were on 
the scene. Police surrounded Paul- 
ing and blasted with pistols, rifles 
and machlneguns. Finally, a squad 
car carrying two deputies drove 
into the field. 


Pauling ran to the car, slashed 


at one of the deputies with his 
bayonet and fired. As he turned to 
flee he was shot doxvn by the depu- 
ties. 


Police said they found more than 


50 shells in Pauling's pockets.

Disclose New Methods 
Of Cancer Detection ' 


Tufts, Harvard Scientists 
Reveal Diagnostic Findings 


By FRANK CAREY 
AP Science Writer 


BOSTON UP) — Boston scientists 


have devised methods of detecting 
and diagnosing in a relatively 
early stage three of the common- 
est killers—cancers of the brain, 
breast and uterine cervix, the tip 
of the womb. 


The results of this research were 


disclosed today to a group of sci- 
ence writers. 


A Tufts Medical School scientist, 


Dr. William H. .Fishman. has 
found a simple, cheap and rapid 
way of detecting not only well-es- 
tablished cancers of the uterine 
cervix in post-menopausal women 
but also cancers of microscopic 
size and even precancerous con- 
ditions. 


Misses 20 Per Cent 


While his method missed a little 


less than 20 per cent of proven 
cancers, it brought to light many 
cancerous and precancerous con- 
ditions which might have been 
missed by conventional methods, 
he said. 


Dr. William H. Sweet, neuro- 


surgeon, and Dr. Gordon L. 
Brownell, physicist, of the Harvard 
University School of'Medicine and 
Massachusetts General Hospital, 
reported that they could not only 
diagnose but even pinpoint brain 
tumors without opening the skull.

They do this by injecting the 


patient with radioactive arsenic, 
which concentrates in brain tu- 
mors and can be traced with twin 
scintillation counters an hour or a 
day later. A scintillation counter 
detects radiation. 


Highly Accurate 


Dr. Ira T. Nathanson and asso- 


ciates of the same institutions have 
found they can predict with high 
accuracy whether a lump in the 
breast is benign or cancerous. 


They do this by injecting the 


patient with radioactive potassium 
which concentrates in cancer and, 
as a rule, goes in very small quan- 
tity to benign tumors. 


The test was made on 100 wom- 


en with benign and malignant 
breast tumors. None of the benign 
tumors took up suspicious quanti- 
ties of the radioactive potassium. 


The science writers in another 


interview were told that 18 pa- 
tients with localized cancer of the 
voice box larynx treated during 
the last four years by multimil- 
lion-volt X-rays now show no evi- 
dence of the disease. 


They were not called cured. 


Five years must pass following 
treatment before any cancer pa- 
tient is considered cured.
